S . R . O . 447. — The following bye- laws for regulating the disposal of manure for 
the purposo of sanitation and preventive of diseases in the Ferozopore Cantonment 
inade by the Cantonment Board , Ferozepore , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (28 ) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonment Act, 1924 (II of 1324 ) 
are published for general Information , the same having been previously published 
and approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub - section 
( I ) of Section 284 of the said Act, namely : 
BYE-LAWS FOR REGULATING TEIE DISPOSAL OF MANURE IN THE 

FEROZEPORE CANTONMENTS . 
1 . In these bye-laws unless the context otherwise requires " Manuro " means and 
includes animal droppings , refuse , house sweepings , ashes , uncaten fodder , residue, 
Alth or rubbish of any kind cxcept such quantities of cow dungs as may be required 
by a family for tho purposo of religious ceremonies and festivals or leeping of 
floors , walls and other parts of buildings . 

2 . The occupier of every building in the Ferozepore Cantonment shall arrange 
to collect the manure in the building and have it removed by a sweeper engaged 
by him to the nearest refuse depot, provided by the cantonment Board for the 
purpose and not dump it in any part of his house or street . 

3 . The sweeper shall remove the manure from the building for which he is so 
engaged to the nearest refuse depot and shall not dump it anywhere else . 

4 Any person , who contravenes the proylsions of bye- law 2 or bye- law 3 sholl 
on conviction by a Magistrate , be liable to a fine which may extend to twenty five 
rupees and if the contravention is a continuing contravention , with a further flne 
which may extend to four rupees for every day during which such contravention 
continues after conviction for the first contravention .
